THE HONGKONG BOCK Co. 

It has been said with much truth that 
public company mectings in Hongkong are 
rubbed of much of the interest invested in 
the yearly and semi-annual gatherings of 
holders in joint-stock concerns in other and 
larger commercial communities. With rare 
exceptions the stigma attaching tothe ‘flock 
of sheep "—as Hongkong shareholders have 
been not inappropriately dubbed—has been 
carned by a sct of mutual-society admirers 
whose prototype the average scrip-holder in 
Hongkong is an excellent exponent. ° ‘The 
teason for the existence of such a condition 
of things in the Colony is not far to seek. 
It is apparent to any and: every observer 
who has been in Hongkong long enough to 
study the inner workings of the fabric that 
constitules the directorates of public com- 
panies in Hongkong. It is, in short, the 
wheel within the wheel that crushes out any 
spirit of independence that might and should 
actuate the body of shareholders in all their 


<1 public utterances at meeting assembled. 


The peculiar constitution of our small busi- 
ness community places public duty and 
social interest in direct conflict with each 
other. And yet, because of the inter-de- 
pendence which individual interests create, 


the outspokenness of speech is often sub-, 


verted to the promptings of an influential 
dictator whose word is law and whose bid- 
ding is likened unto the wish of the lord 
to be slavishly complied with, We should 
like to see a healthy spirit of rhanly indepen- 
dence infused into our public men—men 
who, by virtue of the prominence they 
attain, might be accepted and be trusted in 
as leaders of public ‘opinion, We do not 
want in Hongkong namby-pamby puppets 
that can be moulded at will, There are 
enough and too many of such in every com- 
munity. We want men endowed with public 
spirit ; men who have the courage of their 
conviction and who, when occasion calls for 
the expression of that conviction, do, not 
falter and will openly and candidly declare 
what is cherished in their minds, Had wea 
little more of that spirit pervading the class 
who should in reality and not in name only 
guide public opinion, then would our public 
institutionsand the speeches thatare delivered 
on public occasions be vested with more 
sincerity than they appear now to possess. 
As exceptions that establish the general rule, 
the meetings of the Hongkong and Whampoa 
Dock Co. have come to be regarded 
here as more than a perfunctory gather- 
ing, at intervals of every six months.

"Chief Justice’ (Sir- William Meigh Goodman) 
and the Pulsne Judge, (Mr. Ts Sercombe Smith) 
gave judgment in the appeal of Chan Ut Sui 
and Pun Kan Shan, v. Cho Lee and Chow 
Ping The case which svught to set aside, a 
former judgment of the Chief Justice came 
' before the Court on the 8th and oth instant. 

Mr.M, W. Slade, (instructed by, Mr, H. J. 
Gedge, of Messrs, Johnson, Stokes and Master) 
appeared for the appellants, and Mr, E. He 
Sharp, K.C., ‘and Mr, H. E. Pollock K.C., (ins 
structed by Mr, J, Sentt Hartston of Messrs, 
Ewens and Harston) were forthe respondents, 

The Chict Justice, in delivering judgment, 

said :—-This is an aypeal from the judgment of 
* the Chief Justice in the above action, delivered 
on Match 26 last, in favour of the respondents, 
who were the plaintiffs in the action, When 
. the Praya Reclamation Ordinance was passed 
on May 10, 1889, there were three sections of 
Marine Lot 53a, which fronted the then Praya, 
namely, sections Band D, and what wascalled 
“the remaining portion,” There were also two 
sections, namely, section C and section A, 
which had no’ frontage on ‘the Praya, The 
reclamation from the sea or harbour on the 
“other side of the Praya ‘(a filty-foot road- 
way belonging to the Crown and running 
between the harbour and Marine Lot ,.53a) 
was to be made under the Ordinance. Section 
7, which is numbered as section 8 in the edition 
of the New Ordinances, begins by reciting that 
(as Linterpret the section) the “frontagers,” or 
the majority of them, had signified their readin- 
ness to contribute towards the cost to be intur- 
red for, andin connection with, the reclamation, 
provided the Governor wound grant to them, 
respectively, Crown Leases of such eguitable 
proportion of the proposed. reclamation as 


might be available, having regard to public res. 


quirements in respect of roads and streets to be 
made of the land when reclaimed and in the 
case of each frontage (as | interpret the word 
“Tessee” in the circumstances) having regard to 
the claims of oiler frontagers (the word: is 
"Jessees’, which | again bald to mean “front.

The section then provides that a p/aa should 
be made signed by the Surveyor General 
and countersigned by the Governor show- 
ing in detail the portion of the proposed 
reclamation assigned to lessees (i¢., as I 
interpret it “frontagers”) in respect of the lots 
of Jand orsections thereof regisiered in their 
names at the Land Registry Offce at the 
date of the commencement of the Ordinance. 
This plan was to be deposited at the said office 
* and to have annexed to it a schedule contain- 
* ing a list of the lessees (i¢. as I interpret it 

“ frontagers ”) of such lots of lard and sections 

as aforesaid, and the approximate contribution 

required from each of them in respect of the 
cost of his portion of the reclamation, This 
plan and schedule were to be gazetted. This 
was duly done. The plan showed the ‘equitable 
proportions’ of the reclamation in front’ of 

Marine Lot 53a, respectively allotted to Yew 

Chow, the'lessee of sections B and: D, and to 

Chu Chuen, the lessee of the so-called ‘remain- 

ing portion’ both being frontagers, und, of 

course, it shawed.no portion allotted to the 
lessees of, sections A and C who were not 
“frontagers.” The schedule gave Yew Chow 

51853 square feet and Chu Chuen 1,526 square 

feet. The system of apportioning to frontagers 

only was carried out all through the scheme, 

Mr, Bruce Shepherd, the Land Officer, in his 

evidence, stated “The general rule was to 

divide the reclamation accordiny to the line of 
frontage, lineal frontages were undivided and 
frontage sections were divided. In the 

Government scheme no portion of the reclama, 

tion was allotted to back section owners of 

Matine-Lots.” | In my opinion that course was 

in accordance with the.intention of the Or- 

dinance, It has been acted upon all through 
’ and to place any other interpretation upon the 

Ordinance now, when, after fifteen years, the 

reclamation has’ been practically completed 

and frontagers have paid their contributions 
“and have dealt with their interests in the por- 
tions allotted tothem, would be most disastrous, 

In my opinion the plan and schedule allotted 
their respective ‘equitable proportions’ to Yew 

Chow and Chu Chuen. quite properly and I 

cannot help belitving that if those gentlemen 
“had been let alone they would have. signed 

the agreements for their respective portions of 
reclamation in due course. Someone, however, 
in my opinion,’ misreading the Ordinance, 

“put it into Chu Chues’s head that he was 

entitled to a much larger proportion than 

that ullotted.to him, because he held a con- 

‘siderable proportion of Marine Lot 53a,. as 

a back section owner.

settled amicably or bythe Court, Inthe letter 


of February 3, 1899, fram the Colonial Secrelary 


in response to a claim in respect ‘of a back 
section, Chu Chuen was told ‘I am directed to 
inform,you that your tights will be duly.con- 
sidered when the /easesto the reclaimed land 
are being prepared.’.Chu Chuen had already 
been informed, by the letier of January 9, 1890, 
from the ‘Colonial Secretary, that as a back 
section holder of Marine Lot §3a, he could nat 
be allowed to sign a reclamation agreement, 
but as he would not take ‘ng’ for an answer, 
further consideration of the mutter was referred 
to the then distant future date when the actual 
Crown’ Leases would be granted. Jt is un- 
doubtedly true that, in all the circumstances, 
Yew Chow did not enter into the statutory agree- 
ment within the statutory three months from 
July 6, 1889, the date ‘of notification required by 
the Ordinance. But it is also true that.Chu 
Chuen only entered into the lwo agreements, 
namely, his own and that into which Yew Chow 
aught to have entered on l'ecember 19, 1889, 
although the old date of October 5, 1889, was in 
each case allowed to remain: unaltered on the 
agreement. The Crown could, However, { pre- 
sume, by its representative allow the agreement 
to be entered into after the three months under 
its general powers, if not under statutory auth 
ority, [do not think the ‘undertaking’ to as- 
sign an equitable proportion can fairly be con: 
sttued as'such proportion’ as § Chu Chuen 
erroncously consider to be an equitable pro- 
portion’ It must mean such a proportion asa 
Court of Equily would, if appealed to, hold to 
be an ‘equitable proportion,’ It is clear that 
the Government considered that Yew Chow was 
tobe deemed a person who was willing to 
accept the portion allotted to “him on the 
plan, because in (he Government Notifica: 
tion, No, 539, in the Hongkong Government 
Gasette of December 19, 1901, a ‘List of 
Lessees who have signified their acceptance 
of the portions of land assigned to ‘them, 
ete, etc,’ is given, and under the heading

registered 0 © of acceptance’ the name 
of Yew Chow: is¢given as regards sections B 
and D of Marine Lot 3a. In my opinion if 
the matter had been brought for the decision 
of the Court in 1889, the Court would have 
held that Yew Chow's equitable proportion of 
the whole reclamation in front of Marine Lot 
532 was that portion allotted to him by the 
plan and schedule, and that Chu Chuen’s 
equitable proportion was the other portion 
allotted to him by the plan and schedule, in 
respect of what was called 'the remaining por- 
tions’ of Marine Lot 3a, It was admitted 
that the appellants stood in the place of Chu 
Chuen, their predecessor i in title, and that the 
respondents stood in ‘the place of Yew Chow, 
their predecessor in title, Ican'see nothing 
affecting this case in the fact that, after dhss 
action was begun, the Appellants were allowed 
to enter into a Possessory Agreement on giving 
a similar undertaking to that given by their 
predecessor, Chu Chuen, and on the whole | 
adhere to the judgment I gave in the Court 


‘below, and which went fully into the matter. 


On referring to my notes I see (hat the Counsel 
for the Appellants admitted in the Court below, 
while Mr. Sharp, K.C, the Counsel for the 
plaintifis, was opening his case ‘that the plain- 
tiffs were entitled to a portion of the extension,’ 
te, of the reclamation ; and if so can only say 
it appears to me that they are entitled to the 
proportion. the plan and schedule allotted to; 
Yew Chow, The appeal therefore must. be 
digmissed with costs. — : 

Mr. T. Sercombe Smith concurred,. He 
said: In May 1889 the Praya Reclamation 
Ordinance, No. 16 of 1889, was-passed to carry 
out a scheme. for the reclamation of the fore- 
shore ‘opposite the City of Victoria, At this 
date, Marine Lot.53

That agreement was nominally dated Oct, sth. 
1889, and had attached to it a document which 
has been designated an “undertaking " through- 
out this action, ‘In this state of affairs, the 
successors ‘in title of Yew Chow brought an 
action in’ title.of Chu. Chuen asking for a 
declaration. that they were entitled.to such 
proportion (from front to back) of the whole of 
the reclamation to Marine Lot 53, A. as the 
frontage of their property, sections B, and D. 

ofthe said lot, upon, the old Praya roadway 
(now known as des Vocux Road) bears to the 
whole frontage of Marine Lot 53 A, upon the 
said roadway. The Chief Justice decided thats 
if the plaintiffs were witling to refund with ins, 
terest at 8 per-cent. the $2,000 paid by Chu 
Chuen to Mr. M. J. D, Stephens and the money 
contributed by Chu Chuen and the defendants 
towards the cost of making the Praya, he ought: 
to decree:'that the Crown. lease of tha whole 
disputed portion of the Reclamation ought to 
be granted (on payment of any further contri- 
bution that might become due in final settle- 
ment of the Praya Reclamation Accounts) to 
the plaintiffs; or if granted to the defendants, 
that the land must be held by them tn trast for 
the plaintifis. It is from that decision that this 
appeal lies. . There are two questions raised on 

this:appeal: (1.) Was Chu Chuen a trustee for 
Yew Chow? (II) If he was, of what was he 
trustec? By an agreement dated, Oct. sth, 
1899, the Governor of Hongkong stipulated 
that upon the completion, of a certain re- 
clamation and upon payment by Chu 

Chuen of certain sums, he (the Governor) 
would grant to Chu Chuen a Crown lease of 
that portion of the reclamation delineated and 
coloured red upon a plan annexed to the agree- 
ment. In that agreement the name of Yew 
‘Chow is strock out, and the name Chu Chuen 
is substituted, Chu Chuen must therefore have 
been aware that he was signing an agreement 
originally intended to have been signed by 
Yew Ghow. The planannexed to the agree- 
ment showed that the reclamation of which a 
Crown lease was agreed'to be granted-was the 
reclamation in respect of sections B. and D. of 
M-L. 53 A. Of this also Chu Chuea must 
have been aware when he signed the agree- 
meat, Further Chu Chuen was not the owner 
of sections B. and D., as he well knew. Chu 
Chuen also knew that Yew Chow was the 
owner of these two sections, Moreover, under 
the proviso to Clause § of the agreement 
Cku Chuen was to obtain no other rights 
over the new foreshore’ in front of the 
reclamation than he had in respect of-sections 
B, and D. of M. L. 53 A. As he was not owner 
of sections B. and D. he had no rights of fore+ 
shora in respect of those two sections. The 
only way therefore of giving effect to this 
proviso would be to treat Chu Chien as repre- 
senting the teal owners of sections B. and D. 
From the agreement itself therefore and from 
the fact that Chu Chuen was not owner of 
sections B, and B, I conclude that Chu Chuen 
‘entered into the agreement not for himself but 
‘for Yew Chow, and that whilst the leyal right to" 
benefit of the agreemeat.was in Chu Chuen,' 
the equitable right was in Yew Chow, Turning 
now to the Praya Reclamation Ordinance, all 
the reclamation projected under the Ordinance 
was vested absolutely in the Crown, with power 
tothe Governor, subject to the provisions of the 
Ordinance, to deal with and | dispose, of that 
reclamation to as full'an extent as in the 
case of other Crown. lands, .
